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Applicant argues on pg. 3 that Fukuda does not teach a means for replacing one of these lenses with the other. Further fails to teach a 
second refractive conversion lens that exchangeable with said first refractive conversion lens by a sliding operation as recited in claim 15. 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

Fukuda clearly disclsoes in fig. 1 8a replacing a first lens with a second lens by a slidng operation as indicated by the arrow and the sliding 
operation indicated in fig. 18b. The second conversion lens is equal to Fukuda's collective focal length of lenses 28 and 18 and the first 
conversion lens is equal to Fukuda's focal length of lens 18 only. The conversion between focal length takes place by a sliding opration as 
indicated by fig. 18b. In addition, applicant does not have the location of second conversion lens claimed, it can be either in the first or 
second housing. 

In response to applicant's argument that Fukuda and Sladen are not combinaable, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a 
secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be 
expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have 
suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 
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
